RFPORT OF THE 


BOARD. OF EDUCATION. 


In presenting the fourth annual report of the schools in 
the district of Orford, the Board of Education feel that they 
lacked the experience, which three years had given the re- 
tiring members of the Board; but trust the report may com- 
pare favorably with that of former years. 

The District has provided three terms of ten weeks each, 

for all the pupils of the district. An examination of the 
registers, shows that two hundred and two pupils have been 
enrolled during the year. Of these, one hundred and sixty- 
eight were under fifteen years of age, and six were non-res- 
idents. The attendance has been good on the part of nearly 
all the scholars. There are a few in every distriet who might 
be called chronic cases of tardiness and non-attendance. 
The School Board would earnestly recommend parents to 
see to it, even at the cost of much self denial, that children 
should have no other business in term time but attend school, 
and insist that they be in their places every day. Those who 
are allowed to remain away for half a day or a day every 
week, soun lose their interest, get behind in their classes, 
and are a source of annoyance to the teacher and a detriment 
to the rest of the school. |

There were seven schools in the spring, six in the fall, 
and seven in the winter. The schools in the district have all 
been successful and under the instruction of comperent 
teachers. Three of the schools were worthy of especial 
notice. The Primary school at Orfordville and the Primary 
and Grammar schools at the street. ‘The two Primary 
schools were under the care of one teacher during the year, 
and but one change was made in the Grammar school. It 
has been the desire of the Board of Education to change 
teachers in the schools as little as possible, but it was im- 
possible to secure a teacher for the year at the. Orfordville 
Grammar school. The school house on Dame Hill is 
utterly unfit for school purposes, being small, low, badly 
ventilated and much crowded. Miss Howe labored under 
many difficulties and accomplished as much as could be 
expected. All the schools during the winter term were 
nuch broken up by sickness, especially those at Orford 
street. 

The free text book law will remove one source of annoy- 
ance to teachers and render the schools more effective. 
Under the old law there was a lack of uniformity in’ text 
books, and many were-not supplied with sufficient books 
so that they were obliged to depend on the teacher or 
other scholars. The School Board feel sure that our 
schools compare favorably with other towns as to efficiency 
and length of time they are in session and money expended,
